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THE FLIPPER COURT MARTIAL. 


Arguments Heard and the Case Concluded— 
Verdict Not Known. 


SAN ANTONIO, December 9.—Arguments in 
the Flipper case were delivered to day and the 
court rendered their verdict, but what it was 
will not be known until passed upon by the re- 
viewing authorities.

The Guitean Trial. 
WASHINeTON, December 0.—fhe Criminal 
Court opened promptly at ten and Dr. McAr- 
thur again took the stand. 
Guiteau shouted out, ‘‘Your Honor—’’ 
Scoville: ‘‘Keep still, please.“ 


Guiteau: Well, then you state it at once; if 
you don’t, I will.’’ . 

Scoville then addressed the court and object- 
ed to the character of the evidence which had 
been given by the witness on the ground that 
evidence as to any other crimes could not be 
introduced when the prisoner is on trial for 
this particular offense. He desired that all such 
evidence be stricken out. Guiteau 
here broke in excitedly and shouted out, It 
is purely in the nature of a confessional. Mc- 
Arthur is not an expertor alawyer and so I 
object to his telling the jury and the American 
people facts whichI toid him years im 
regard to my history.’’ The court ruled the 
evidence could be admitted as tending te 
show the general character of the pisoner. 

Corkhill: ‘‘Did you ever see anything in the 
prisoner to indicate insanity ?’’ 

Witness: No, sir, I never did.“ 
Guſtenu here broke into one of his 
noisy harangues, and despite the caution of 
the court and tne expostulations of counsel 
proceeded to express his opinion of Dr. McAr- 
thur in terms not at all delicate. Turning te 
the reporters’ table he declaimed for some 
minutes against the ‘‘scandalous reports“ of 
his character, and singling out the reporter 
of the Republican shook his fist at him 
threatening 32 Co].

Burning of the Ring-Theater— Scenes of 
Horror—People Trampled to Death. 


LONDON, December 9.—The loss of life at the 
burning of the Ring Theater, Vienna, last 
night, is now known to bejterribly great. The 
cause of the explosion is yet a mystery. About 
7 o’clock, just before the curtain raised, an 
attendant Who was crossing the stage 
let fall a lamp he was carrying. 
A cry was immediately raised, but befere the 
audience knew the cause, and just’as the 
blaze behind the stage was seen, a gas explo- 
sion followed and the house was left in dark- 
ness. Then followed a scene of awe too terrſ- 
ble to describe. The flames spread quickly 
into the body of the, house, and the people 
were 80 panic-stricken that they were 
unable to use the ordinary exits. 

There were nearly 2,000 people in the theater 
at the time, amd hundreds were trampled to 
death.

Damage Suits Against the Chicago and Alton 
and Bridge Companies. 


The trial of two damage suits against corpo- 
rations is the marked feature of proceedings 
in the Circuit Court to-day. In Jadge Hor- 


nei’s court the suit of Luke Gaffey 
against the Chicago and Alton Kail 
road Compauy is in progress. Mr. Gaffey, 


this city, was in Jersegville,

he held a ticket for passage across the 
bridge from East St. Louis to St. Louts and 
tendeied it to the conductor of the Bridge 
Company as the train was in motion pass 


ing over the river; that the conductor 
refused to accept the ticket, and at a 
certain point turned the passenger 


over to another officer of the Bridge Compaay 
who detained him for a considerable time. 
For being thus forcibly ejected and detained 
the plaintiff claims redress, and the company, 
through its superintendent, Dr. Taussis, 
makes a defenle to the effect that the conduc- 


tor was not authorized to accept the 
ticket offered by the Diaintiff, as 
it did not entitie him to passage 


on that particulartrain. Dr. Taussig testitied 
that tickets issued by railroad companies whose 
trains cross the bridge were only available for 
the respective trains of the respective com- 
panies, and the ticket of ove cempany would 
not be accepted on the train of another. The 
plaintiff testified that the conductor of the 
Bridge Company asked him for his ticket, 
which he produced, aticket of the Vandalia 
Line to St. Louis, but the conductor would not 
take it. and,coming back a second time, said: 
„Damn it! I want twenty-live cents from 
you!’’ The plaintiff was traveling across 
the bridge on a Wabash train. The 
conductor pulled him bythearm and forced 
hi. a to get off the train, and he was held tor 
some hours for reſusing to pay the sum de 
manded. The weather was bad, it was late at 
night and the confinement and exposure re 
suited in his catching a severe cold. 

After impaneling the jury in the damage suit 
of Geffey against the Chicago and Aiton Rail- 
road Company, referred to above, the 
court directed a. non-suit andſthe case ea ne 
to an unexpected conclusion.

Vaccinating goeson at a rapid rate. Be- 
tween 300 and 400 points of vaccine virus are 
given out every day by the Health Department, 
a portion of it to private parties, physicians, 
etc., and therest to the city physicians, who 


visit the thickly pulated poor dis- 
tricts. About December 2 the former drug- 
room of the Dispensary was made the 


headquarters of the vaccinating physician lo- 
cated at |the Dispensary. Here Drs. Carson 
and Priest are kept busy from morning until 
night inoculating men, women and children.

ARE OPTIONS SINFUL? 


A Saline County Judge fries to Reform 
the Merchants’ Excnanuge. 


The disposition of the granger element in 


this State to get ahead of the merchant class 
was illustrated again lately in a pretty con- 
clusive manner, and the tendency of the in- 
terpieters 01 the law in the 
interior to construe option dealing 


as gambling is also indicated in the following 
little stury. One of the best known merchants 
on ’Change on January 22, 1830, receiveda 
telegrvem trom some parties in Saline courty 
to buy 5,000 bushels of May corn, which was 
done at 40. As soon us the market began to 
decline Mr. S. called for margins, but got no 
reply either by letter or otherwise. No denial 
vi the purchase was made and strict silence 
was maintained bythe buyers. Kuowingthat 
the purchasers were perfectly responsible, Mr. 
A.determined to abide strictly be the contract, 
so as to have the law on his side,and await the 
issue. On May 1 the corn was sold at 
33 cents, making a loss of $550, with commis- 
sic ns $12 50, in all $362 50. Suit was accordingly 
brought against the purcbaser in the Saline 
County§Circuit Court, andthe defense claim- 

ed that the broker had no right to sell the corn 


on May ist. The Judge promptly decided 
with the defense and said he 
would throw the case out of court, 


because the corn was not held till now, as the 
purchasers had not ordered it sold. He also 
said the fact thatthe suit was brought for the 
loss, $262 50, ana not for the price of the cora, 
2,00, invalidated the suit. The plaintiff took 
A non suit and will amend his petition and sue 
agein. The ruling of the Judge; however, 
shows how option dealing is looked on in the 
country. Itwas clatmed as the purchaser 
gave no orders to sell the broker should not 
have sola. In other words, that a broker 
must put up the margins himself, for it was 
claimed also that even when the margin was 
¢xbausted the broker had norigittoseil. It 
a decision of this kind can be engineeret 
through the courts, the result will be that 
brokers will make customers margin ahead of 
al! possible fluctuations and execute iron clad 
powers of attorney to sell the merchandise at 
issue. Thiscase is exciting much comment 
on ’Change, where nearly every mer- 
chant is directly interested in simi- 
lar cases. When the granger makes 
money out of an option deal 
he sees no special harm in it. ut when he 
loses money he considers it a wicked and sin 
ful kind of gambling.

A Visit to the Broken Bridge This 
Morning. 


What Shaler Smith Says—luoterview with 
Manager Gault. 


epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

sr. CHARLES, Mo., December 9.—The morn- 
ing bioke clear and bright on the scene of 
last night's disaster. At the first dawn 
of day cager groups were gathered on 
the banks of the mver and skiffs loaded with 
men shot out from the shore to view the ruins. 
rom the banks the jagged ends of the 
pieces on each side of the broken span 
good out in clear relief, and between them 
here end there broken masses of cars and sec 
tions ot the bridge appeared above the rush- 
ing stream. The Post-DIsPpaTcH reporter 
jumped into a skiff and visited the scene of the 


wreck. 

THE SPAN DROPPED OUT BODILY 
trom the piers, leaving not one vestige, not 
even a bar, to show that it had ever stood 
there in its slender beauty and appar 
ent strength. Immediately against pier 
No. 4, tlhe western end of the 


span, fully twenty cars lie piled in wild 
confusion—a mass of car piutforins with tops 
swept clean from them, car wheels, and truck- 
beains torn from the plattorms. lu one pile 
were hundreds of hogs, : 
ALIVE, DYING AND DEAD. 
Wheels were snapped intwo and axles twisted 
like strings. In the middle, be- 
tween the piers, lies 1 huge 
section 01 the Droken span with 
twenty feet of clear water on each side.

It is not recorded just when old Jacob Fess- 
ter and his wife went to Montclair to live. It 
was certainly over thirty years ago, and the 
oldest native discovered by a reporter guessed 
that they growed“ there. Mrs. Fessler had 
a daughter by a former husband, and Jacob 
Fessler is the father of three grown sons. 
He is now living the life of a vagabond in the 
roads and woods near Montclair. 
Jacob Fessler has become a veritable wild 
man in looks and habits. He is a picturesque 
ruin in his tattered garments. His gray 
beard is like a Cossack’s. Thecomband razor 
are implements of which he knows only by 
reputation. Just at this time he has a new 
pair of boots which he got from the town 
shoe dealer in payment for a stone horse- 
block which he made; but in winters past he 
has been accustomed to tie his feet up in 
patches of buffalo robe. In speech he is 
usually abrupt and gruff. He has no other 
society than histwo dogs and his old and 
decrepit horse. Heis about sixty-five years 
old, and by trade he is a stone- cutter. 
“Why don’t you clean up and look like a 


citizen?“ be was asked the other day by a 


fellow-townsman. 


‘“Uch!” ne said with impatience; „It's too 


much trouble.’’ : 

Years ago Fessler and his wife quarreled. 
The old man moved out of the house and into 
the corn crib just in the rear. This was large 
enough for him and his twodogs. For several 
years be slept, winter and summer, in this 
dilapidated and too well ventilated place. Of 
a winter evening he was sometimes driven 
into his wife’s kitchen to warm himself by 
the stove. How he kept from freezing in the 
corn crib at night no one knows. 

He had no intercourse witn his family, and 
they avoided him. ‘The Fessler place is a 
mile ommore out of Montclair, on its extension 
of Grove street. The fiat-roofed house is a 
hollow, yellow cube, with windows in the 
sides. Fessler’s stepdaughter, now married 
to a resident of New York, held a mortgage 
on the place, and Fessler failed to pay the in- 
terest or to support her mother. In June, 
1880, the mortgage was foreclosed, and, at a 
Sheriff’s sale,the daughter bought in the 
place. Fessler continued to live in the corn 
crib until last April, when he was evicted by 
a constable. he old man, with his fierce 
beard and his rough and ragged clothing, 
went down the road leading his old horse 
and followed by his two dogs, one a Spitz and 
the other a Newfoundland. A half mile from 
his former dwelling-place he hireda barn, 
into which he first Jed his live stock and then 
carried his other personal property. This 
consisted of a buggy-box and eprings without 
wheels, a rusty and useless old stove, some 

— of harness, and two boxes full of 
unk. 

Fessler was to pay $6 a month to Mrs. Bin- 
kendoff for the use of the barn, but he lived 
there until two weeks ago without doing so. 
He had no money, se far as is known, when he 
left his corn-crib residence in April except 
the proceeds from butchering an selling two 
hogs with which he had lived up to that 
time. A fortnight ago the constable turned 
Fessler out of the barn. His effects were 
put upon the road-side, and they lie there 
still in all sorts of weather, covered over 
with some boards. 

Since that time the old man has abandoned 
the troublesome problem of living under a 
roof of his own, and has seemed to be hap- 
— His goods are safe enough in the road, 

ecause even the weather, bad as it has been, 
cannot injure them, and Montclair has never 
known a tramp so reduced as to steal them. 
The dogs are worse. Fessler ties them about 
in the woods day and night, feeding them 
enough to keep life in them, and shifting his 
camp from time to time when the neighbors 
complain of their yelping and yowling. The 
old horse, with some rags and scraps of car- 
pets thrown over his narrow back, grazes in 
a field which doesn’t belong to his master. 

“What will you do with your horse and 
dogs this winter?’? Fessier was asked. 

Ob, I'll feed 'em up now, he answered. 

When asked where he was living, the old 
man said: Down town.“ In dry weather 
the leeward side of a fence suits him well 
enough. 

It is to be said of the old man that he dis- 
dains to beg. His wants are so few that he 
can easily supply them by the proceeds of his 
trade: Stones are common and free round 
about Montclair, and when he finds one of 
sufficient size he dresses it and selis it for a 
horse-block.@ He sold one to the Postmaster 
of Montclair the other day, and many of the 
people of the town have patronized him. He 
manages to get from $3 to $10 for one of these 
blocks. Such a sum is a fortune to him. 
He ta es pay in trade for the blocks he sells 
to storekeepers. When he made a horse block 
for the butcher, he got in return enough 
bones and scraps of meat to provide for him- 
self and his dogs a banquet. He went off in 

the woods, xindled a fire, and cooked his meat 
to a turn, and was content. 5 

He speaks bitterly of his wife, and blames 
her temper as the cause of his having no 
home. Inthe mean time the aged woman 
lives in the house which her daughter owns 
with her eldest son, a carpenter, 30 years of 
age. One of her sons is a clerk in a grocery 
in Montclair and the other deals in reai estate 
in this city. Mrs. Fessler has little to say of 
her husband. 


Back at the White House.

At half-past six 
o’clock, unattended, he drove tothe Execu- 
tive Mansion, and after spending some little 
time inspecting the recent improvements, 
with which he appeared greatly pleased, he 
dined with ex-Representative Starin, of New 
York, in the family dining-room. There were 
no cailers at the White House to-night. Af- 
ter dinner the President spent the evening 
with Mr. Reed, one of his private secreta- 
ries. All of the official papers which had ac- 
cumulated at the Jones residence, as well as 
the furniture, were removed to the White 
House to-day in two large wagons. The 
President's bedchamber will be the

A NEW MORMON TEMPLE. 


The Grand and Imposing Structure Be- 
ing Krected iu the Wiiderness. 
From the Picche Record. 

The construction of the Grand Temple of 
Vorsbip now being erected by the Mormon 
Church at Manti, Utah, is being pushed 
ahead with as large a force of workmen as 
convenience will permit, and the walls of the 
building are beginning to loom up and are 
covered with scaffolding and derricks. We 
learn from Mr. D. Wilken, whe has just re- 
turned from a trip out in the Manti country, 
that the temple is being coustcucted of white 
limestone. he building is situated on top 
of a mountain, a spur of the Wasatchrange, 
that extends out into the town of Muti, aad 
is called be the people of Utah 
the Mountain of the Lord. The foundation 
ofthe temp is sixty-three feet above the 
level of the roud,and is set in solid rock; the 
Lop of the mountain having been excavated 
and removed, making ‘it level, is 95 feet ia 
width and 172 in length. From tae ground 
Lo the square will be 82 feet in height. There 
Vill be two towers erected, oge at the east 
aud the other at the west corner of the build- 
ing. The tower at the east corner will be 17? 
fect in height, while that of the west coroer 
will be 10 feet lower, or 169 feet in neigt. 
They are 30 feet square at the base. ‘There 
aie four terrace wails aroundthe mouutain 
ia frount of the temple, whic will average 
about 17 feet in beight and are 
about 900 feet in length, and 
in ati contain about 2,400 cords of rock as at 
present built, and 55,000 yards of debris has 
been excavated and hauled away. The stair- 
way from the roud to the upper terrace 18163 
feet, and will contain 132 stone steps, 16 feet 
in width. The back of the terrace will be 
tilled with rich soil to the top of the stone- 
work and trees endsbrubbery planted, aud 
the tops of the terr.ces are to be ornamented 
by neativ-dressced and cut stone, and statues 
willbe placed at various and appropriate 
places. The water to supply the temple wiil 
be brought in wooden pipes froma spring 
situated about a mile and a quarter cast 
of the temple, back ia the mouatains, and 
has a fall of 70 feet to the reservoir, and 10 
feet from the reservoir to the lower terrace. 
The whole side of the mountainis to be 
planted with trees and flowers, 
ard tbe crystal stream poured forth by 
the little spring, as it winds its way down 
the side of the mountain’ will travel from 
root to root, «uenching their thirst, thus 
assisting the trees to produce their foliage in 
spring, the flowers to bioom and the gra-s 
to grow. The building of the temple wa- 
first commenced five years ago, and has been 
worked on ever since, and itis expected the 
it will take fully tive years to compiete thr 
bui'ding. The building will be fully tify 
feet in height, and the excavation atthe ess! 
end forthe basement is about forty-six feet 
indepth. Mr. Folsomis the architect, and 
as to his skilland wuility as an architectural- 
ist, the Maiti ic. ple will speak for year: 
after he bas passed from the fee of the earth. 
[twas President Young’s intention when he 
ordered the erection of the temple that it 
should be the grandest and most imposinz 
structure erected ou the American continent, 
and all indications point to sucn being the 
case.

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A DEATH TRAP. 


The St. Charles Bridge Breaks 
Again. 


A Freight Train Crashes Through 
the Eastern Pier. 


Details of the Disaster—A Scene of Hor- 
ror—History of the Bridge. 


The St. Charles bridge has gonegdown again. 
At about 5:30 p. m. yesterday the ferry-boat 
from Brotherton sounded an alarm that at 
once called attention to a yawning gap in the 
long stretch of trellis-work that spans the Mis- 
souriand extendas farinland from its banks. 
Darkness was settling over the place and only 
the black outlines of the bridge were visible, 
silhouetted against the dim starlight of the sky. 
Still the people of St. Charles, trained at every 
suggestion of danger or disaster «to scan the 
long length ot the structure, saw through the 
night the broken span and heard the wail of 
voices coming across the black waves. Their 
minds were instantly filled with suggestions of 


the direst calamity. The Warrenton accom- 
modation train wasjust about due, andit was 
possible that the bridge had carried down with 
it a freight of human lives. Rumors of all 
kinds flew through the crowds, and there were 
the most intense suspense and the 
wildest kind of exaggerations, until at 
8 o’clock in the evening, afterthe matter had 
been investigated, when the people were in- 
formed of the true nature of the accident. It 
was a freight and stock 
TRAIN THAT HAD GONE INTO THE RIVER 
with the splintered trestles and tangled irons 
of the bridge. The ill-fated train was freight 
No. 12, eastward bound, which crossed over 
to Brotherton, according to the time-table, 
just afew minutes before the Warrenton ex- 
press left Brotherton to come West. Had the 
treight passed over the defective 
span in safety it would have left a 
treacherous path forthe passengertrain that 
was standing in waiting on the opposite side. 
The freight train consisted of thirteen stock 
cars, containing swine and cattle, eighteen 
box-cars with dead freight, a caboose and a 
locomotive. Jack Kirkoy, of Moberly, was the 
engineer; Newton Chamberlain, of Tyremo 
the fireman; — Durfleld, conductor and 
Charles H. Oblinger and Geo. Medcap, brake- 
men. Twostockmen, W. C. Anderson, of Pat- 
tonsburg, Mo., and Pat Orove, of Howard, 
were also onthe train. Kirkby and Chamber- 
lain were in the engine cab at the 
time of the accident. Brakeman Odlinger 
was on top of the third car from the locomo- 
tive, Medcap was on the roof of a car toward 
the rear, and Conductor Durfield and the two 
stockmen were in the caboose at the end of 
the train. The cars were moving slowly. [he 
engine and three of the stock cars had left the 
eastern abutment, when, without the slightest 
warning, the sound of parting ani cracking 
uons was heard, and tne head of the train 
went duwn with a crash, while car after car, 
about thirty 1n number, crashed into the abyss 
and tLe wreck piled up in the watery space 
between the abutment and the eastern 
pier. The entire eastern span was gone. With 
trightful and blood-chiling regularity the 
slowly moving cars went over the end of the 
easte)n approach and mingied in the ruin and 
wreck, ninety feet below, each new acquisi- 
tion following the other with an intense and 
awfulcrash. The squealing of crushed and 
dying swine and the bellowing of terrified cat- 
tle rose out of the gap te increase the horror 
of the affair. 
HUMAN VUICES, TOO, WERE HEARD, PITIFULLY 
PLEADING 
for rescue. The ferry-boat dropped ‘dow 
the scene. Skiffs had been there before and 
found, strapge as it may seem, two of the men 
who had gone down witn the trainjstill alive, 
clinging to that portion of the cars that 
rose ont of the stream. The survivors 
were Brakeman Oblinger and Fireman Cham 
berlain. Jack Kirkby, the engineer, whose 
hand was at the throttle valve when the 
calamity cameand whoremained at his post 
even us bis engine beadedtor the bottom of 
the river, was nowhere to ve seen. Diligent 
search was madetor him, out he could no- 
where be found. One corner of his cab stuck 
up above the water. Jack was most likely in 
there still with his hand on the throttle, his 
giezed cap threwn back on bis head, his 
giimed face at the cab window and 
his eyes strained looking down the 
curve at the entrance to eternity. 
Fireman Chamberlain had been thrown by the 
shock out of the engine cabtothe top of the 
wreck, where he remained calling for help 
until A. Dolson, the bridge wuatcbman, and 
Charles spink came up in a skiff and took him 
ashore. Both bones of his left leg were broken 
belowthe knees He was cared forby Drs. 
Slumburg and Kirchner at the Galt House, 
Brakeman Oblinger saw the head of the train 
sink from sight and hearing the 
crash understood its meaniog. He fell 
flat upon the root of his car 
and awaited his fate. Fortunately his car ran 
over on the one in front and stood out of the 
water after thefall. Oblinger clung to it and 
was considerably shaken up and braised. 
HIS SHOUTS 
attracted one of the skiffs and he, like Cham- 
berlain, was carried ashore and placed in the 
hands of physicians at the Galt House. Medcap 
was on the top ofa rear car and saw the dan 
er early — to warn those in the caboose. 
Aoking ahead be saw the train leave tae 
bridge ji ce by piece asd drop into 
theriver. Running back to the caboose he 
shouted: For God's sake jump; she’s going 
down.“ Then be clambered down the end of 
thecar. Conductor Durfield and Messrs. An. 
derson and Crove heard the warning .and 
— 1 * trom the caboose. The four mengwho 
had thus made a very quiet and successful es- 
cape from an awful death stood on the bridge, 
we- stricken, looking in the direction of the 
disappearing train until the last car went over 
the rugged edge of the structure and there 
was nutbing more to see but the broken 
span and the long stretch of 
trestlework beyond the gap. Thirty-two 
cars, an engine and a dead engineer were lying 
in the wreck at the bottom of the river. 
Brakemun Oblinger gave his version of the 
accident to a reporter who saw him last night. 
He said: I was on top of a box car, the third 
from the engine, sitting on the brake wheel, 
the train running slow—about as fast as I 
could walk; the engine and two or three cars 
had gotinto the < ge the former being within 
acar-length of the ubutment, when all of a 
sudden, as though in a dream, I feltsomething 
sinking, and lsaidto myself, 
‘My GoD! 
has the St. Charles Bridge gone again?’ The 
car seemed to full a littleslower than I did. and 
two or three times I caught up with it, andfthe 
next thing I knew I was standing on top of the 
car surrounded by water. Lookingup at the 
other cars forawhile I felt very unsafe, and 
thought every minute would be my last, 
for the cars came thundering down, click, 
Clash, clash, until I saw the red lights fali, 
and then 1 knew that I was safe. I then 
crawled up on to the top car, afew feet above 
me, and lay there on my right side; while in 
that position I looked over at the cab Of the 
engine, which was just out of the water, and 
heard the moans of the fireman, who was 
op top of the cab. There was a space of about 
fifteen feet of water between me and him, 
where some cars had been swept out down- 
stream, sothatI could not reach nim. I ha!- 
loed to him that I could not reach him aud that 
we would have to take things easy until help 
came. Hekept calling out every twoor three 
minutes, but no one came. Two skifts, how- 
ever, passed on the upstream side, andI called 
to them but they would not stop, 
THE D—N COWARDS, 
Soon after though, we saw a skiff come around 
on the down-stream side, which brought us 
ashore.““

He enid: I was just ¢efaking, tor 
sme reaeon, about the accident of te.» years 
“xO, When all ofa sudden there was a crash 
and a simultaneous fall ef the engine to the 
water below. The neer Was sitting io his 
sent in the cab,and] was at yuy 
post.

fore we were in the water. I crawled on top 
of the cab after I released myself from a rod 
which was holding me down. The engineer 1 
never saw again, so I can not say whether he 
was killed at once or drowned. I had my left 
leg broken below the knee, but the fact 181 
don’t know much about it , aS I was in the cab, 
and it was all so sudden.’ 

The cause of the accident cannot be fully 
explained. Some who were eye-witnesses as 
far as there could be any eye-witnesses, in the 
dark, said they heard an explosive noise first 
and then saw the span give way and the cars 
topple into the river. These persons incline 
to the belief thatthe heavy engine exploded 
and thereby weakened the section of the struc- 
ture over which it was passing at the time. 
Others attribute it to the weakness of thespan, 
which was a portion of the old-style work on 
the bridge. r. C. Shaler Smith, the builder 
of the bridge, went to the scene this morning 
to examine the stiucture and try to arrive at 
some conclusion concerning the cause of the 
accident. ; 
THE BRIDGE ITSELF. 

The St. Charles bridge was completed in 1871 
by the Baltimore Ohio Bridge Company, under 
the supervision of C. Shaler Smith, who enjoy- 
ed the reputation of being oneof the most 
skilltul civil engineers in the country. The struc- 
ture was managed by the St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Northern Raiiroad Coapany. It was 
owned by what was known as 
the St. Charles Bridge Comeany, from whom 
the railway company leasedit. The bridge is 
constructed in the old-fashioned style, many 
improvements having been made in bridge- 
building since its erection, ten years 
ago. It was said to be very substantial, how- 
ever, andup to the time of the first disaster 
the St. Cbaries bridge was supposed to be one 
of the staunchest ever built in Missouri. The 
high spans on theside are 312 feet wide and the 
middle span 325 feet long. The four deck 
(Fink) spans on the land are each 300 feet long. 
The bea of the river is 90 feet below the track 
on the high trellis girder spans, and at this sea- 
— ot the year there is little or no water under 
them. 

The total length of this structure, including 
the trestle work approaches on both sides, is 7,000 
feet. The length of the bridge proper is about 
1,000 feet. There are seven spans—three high 
trellis girder spans and four deck Fink spans. 
Since the acciaent of 1879 a new modern trellis 
girder span was built to replace the one re- 
moved by accident. The flooring, which was 
very poor and weak onthe old bridge, was taken 
up and acombined iron and wooden floor sub- 
stituted, The new floor was built very sub- 
stantially, sothatif atrain got off the track it 
could run on the floor with perfect safety. The 
structure has cast-iron top chords and wrougnt- 
iron riveted connections. 

THE ACCIDENT OF 1879 

was more terriblein its results than that ot 
yesterday afternoon. On Novembers in that 
year, between 8 and 9 p. m., the west span of 
the bridge gave way and let down a train of 
seventeen cars. The engine and one car passed 
safely across the span and were left 
standing on the track. Three men were 
killed instantly: Joseph Warren, a stockman 
of Malvern; Wm. Hyde, a farmer from Mon- 
tana, and Geo. Barnhart, a brakeman of 
Moberly. Charles Irwin, a brakeman, was 
internally hurt and died by noon the follow- 
ing day. Three men were badly injured. The 
accident at that time was attributed tothe 

arring of the span oy two or three cars jump- 
ng the track. A large number of 
swine and cattle were either killed outright or 
drowned. , The joss to the bridge and rauroad 
company was about $300,000. 

Yesterday’s loss will tully reach this he 5 
it is thought. All the stock was not killed, but 
the thirty-two cars and engine, now piled up 
in ruin to a height of twenty-five feet above 
the surtace of the stream, indicate that only a 
small share of the auimals could have 
survived. Thecars are pretty well splintered. 
The span will have to berebuilt. In the mean- 
time passengers will be transferred by ferry 
from Brotherton to St. Charles and vice versa. 
Sevenof the cars belonged to the Central 
lowa, and the remainder were Wabash box 
and stock cars.

SICK AND DESPONDENT.

With his pocket knife he cut his left wrist, 
severing the radial artery. When discovered 
he was weak from loss of blood. The boat ar- 
rived at this wharf at 3 a. m., when Police Of- 
ficer Seaman was called on board. 
Schaumwitz's arm nad been band- 
aged and the flow of blood 
checked. An ambulance was called throug. 
the Chestnut Stieet station and the man wus 
tuken to the City Dispensary, where Dr. Dor 
sett made an examination und found that the 
man Was suffering with some obscure abdomi- 
nal disease, probably a tumor, which wi) 
prove fatal. The at.empt at suicide was pro- 
nourced a failu e. The man ssid be had 
a cousin, Levi Stark, ut No. 932 North Eighth 
street. Schaumwitz was a clerk, thirty-two 
years of aye, and was on his way to New York 
City to see his wife and two children, who re- 
sidethere.

THE COAL STRIKE. 


- — 


The Belleville District Full of Drunken 
Miners—Prrobability of More Rioting. 


The attempted mobbing of the men at work 
in Harris’ mines at Birkner has been already 
detailed in this paper. The strikers upon that 
occasion left after the arrest of their ringlead- 
ers vowing vengeance and threaten- 
ing that they would return in a 
short time with strength enough 
to cles n out the obnoxious mines. The Rus- 


sian Jews at work in Donk’s mines were warn- 
ed several times by the strikers to quit work, 
but they refused to do so. Yesterday an at- 
tack was made upon them by rolling large 
blocks of coal down into the pits where they 
were at work, and one of their number was 
badly cut up about the bead by 
a falling piece of coal. This method 
of bullaozing was successful and the Jews 
bave been driven out of the mines altogether, 
They came back to St. Louis in the afternoon 
decidedly of the opinion that American 
tradesunionism was rather more effective and 
tyrannical than Russian Jewbaiting. This ex- 
odus leaves the Donk mines idle and the strik- 
ers declare that they will not be filled by out- 
siders again without serious loss. Arson is 
freely hinted at as the one remedy 
tor the labor troubles of the Bellevilie district, 
und it need surprise no one to hear of fre- 
quent incendiary fires in that happy region 
between now andthe end of the strike. Al- 
tha ugh intending this sort of vengeunce on 
capital, labor is in the interval diverting itself 
with pounding the hair off of the 
occasional scab who is found alone 
and unarmed. A reporter this 
morning met a gentleman from Centerville on 
the Cairo Short. Line, who declined to permit 
the printing of his name, but who gave a very 
grapbic acvount of the situation at the mines. 
The attack on Harris’ mine yesterday morn- 
ing was expected,“ ne said, and the ouiy 
wonder is that more violence was vot used. 1 
know that every one of those strikers is armed 
with some description of a weapon, und to 
hear them talk one would imagine tnat thev 
me:inbusiness. I don’t say that the mi.ers 
can make a decent living at the wages they ara 
paid, but their quarrel with the Harris miners 
is altOgetherunjust, as those men are work- 
ing under contract. Yesterday after the fail- 
ure to capture the Harris mine the Strikers 
separated and attempted to beat up a lucge 
and overpowering mob for an attack on tne 
pits this morning. They drank a great deal 
during the day and at night there were more 
cases of vgly drunks in St. 
county than I ever knew of before. Of course 
in this condition the men are dangerous and 
desperate and I heard of several cases yester- 
day where violence was committed. Three 
non-union weu were in the course of the af- 
ternaon badly beaten up in the neighborhood 
of Centervilie,one of them being so badly beat 
en that he is in hedto-day. The non-striking 
men will, Ithink, have a hard time of it fo. 
some weeks. The ariests made yesterday 
morning only had the effect of making the mei 
more cuutious and more vinadicative.
